G.S.R. 559(E).—In exercise of powers conferred 
by sub-sec ion (i) of Section 3 of the All India Ser¬

Explanation I: The proceedings shall be treated 
as pending only if a charge-sheet has actu¬ 
ally be issued to the officer or Pled in a 
Court, as the case may be.

NOTIFICATION 


G.S.R. 561(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-scction (i) of Section 3 of the All 
India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), and in pur¬ 
suance of sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Indian Forest 
Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1954, the Central 
Government in consultation with the State Govern¬ 
ments concerned and the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission. hereby makes the following regulations fur¬ 
ther to amend the Indian Forest Service (Appoint¬ 
ment by Promolion) Regulations, 1966, namely:— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian 
Forest Service (Appom ment by Promotion) First 
Amendment Regulations, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into fbree on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Forest Service (Appointment by 
Promotion) Regulations. 1966 : 

(a) In regulation 5, in the sub-regulation (4) 
for the proviso, the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“Provided that the name of an officer so inclu¬ 
ded b the list shall be treated as provi¬ 
sional if the State Government withholds 
the in'egrity certificate in respect of such 
an officer or any proceedings, depart¬ 
mental or criminal, are pending against 
him or anything adverse against him 
which renders him unsuitable for appoint¬ 
ment to the service has come to the 
notice of the State Government. 

Explanation I.—The proceedings shall be trea¬ 
ted as pending only if a charge-sheet has 
actually be issued to the officer or filed in 
a Coutt, as the case may be. 

Explanation 11.—The adverse thing which came 
to the notice of the State Government 
rendering him unsuitable for appointment 
to the service shall be treated as having 
come to the notice of the State only if the 
details of the same have been communi¬ 
cated to the Central Government and the 
Central Government is satisfied that the 
details furnished by the State Government 
have a bearing on the suitability of the 
officer and investigation thereof is essential.’’ 

(b) in regulation 7, after sub-regulation (3), 
the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“Provided that if an officer whose name is 
included in the Select List is, after such 
inclusion, issued with a charge-sheet or 
a charge-sheet is filed against him in a 
Court of Law, his name in the Select 
List shall be deemed to be provisional. 1 ' 
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(c) In reguUtior 9, in sub-regulation (1) lor 
2nd proviso, the following shall be substi¬ 
tuted namely :— 

“Provided further that the appointment of an 
officer, whose name has been included or 
deemed tc be included in the Select List 
provisionally under proviso to sub-regula¬ 
tion (4) ot Regulation 5 or under proviso 
to sub-regulation 3 of Regulation 7, as 
the case may be, shall be made after the 
name is made unconditional by the Com- 
nvssion on the recommendations of the 
State Government during the period the 
Select List remains in force. While making 
appointment of an officer junior to Select 
List Officer whose name has been inclu¬ 
ded or deemed to be included provisionally 
in the Select List one post will have to 
be kept vacant for such a provisionally 
inducted officer.”
